LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


TO: EDITOR, “CARRIER” 


FROM: MDRA 

The Mt. Diablo Repeater Association began as 
a formal organization in December, 1971 with a 
UHF repeater on the summit of Mt. Diablo. All 
of the MDRA members were also members in good 
standing with the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group,. 
while remaining independent of it. 

As a result of the Delta floods of the win- 
ter of ‘75, a request was made by tne RRRG to 
put a 66/06 repeater on Diablo to serve the 
following dual purpose: (1) to provide extended 
coverage in the disasterprone east county area 
within the boundary of the Diablo Chapter of 
the American Red Cross, and (2) to provide an 
alternate repeater. 

In April, 1978 the 66/06 machine was acti- 
vated on Mt. Diablo (with the call, WR6ACP ) 
under an oral agreement with the RRRG. Due to 
a mutual misunderstanding, this agreement fail- 
ed. In May, 1980, a second attempt was made to 
reach an effective operational accord. That 
effort was made by the MDARC Board With a pro- 
posal from the Steering Committee of the RRRAG 
and MDRA. At the May 21 meeting of the RRRG, 
the proposal was rejected as presented. During 
the interim, the Mt. Diablo Repeater Associa- 
tion supported the ERRG by providing 66/06 
repeater services while WR6AHK was inpoerative. 


JUNE 27, 1980 


MDRA has a sanction for the 66/06 frequency. 


A copy of this sanction is on file with the 
President of MDARC. Since both groups have 
sanctions for this frequency, the membership 

of MDRA feels that future operation must be on 
a cooperative basis. If there is to be concil- 
jation, it must be by both groups and with the 
understanding that MDRA is not about to give up 
its sanctioned frequency. We are open to sug- 
gestions for the cooperative operation of tne 
66/06 frequency. Contrary to recently publish- 
ed reports, MDRA is not searching for a new 
frequency. With that as a "given", if we are 
to provide state-of-the-art 2 meter communica- 
tions for the hams and communities of the 


Diablo Valley, then we must have a concerted 


effort to resolve the current impasse and get 
on with the purpose of amateur radio.

“Another Open Letter on the RRRG" 


In regard to Chuck Welch's open letter in 


the last Carrier, on the topic of the Repeater 


being seperate from the MDARC club at large, I 
as a three time chairman of the RRRAG disagree 
very strongly. 

As was stated, the RRRG has appreximately 
100 members, which is approximately 1/3 the 
MDARC membership. If the records are checked 
you Will most likely find that this ratio has 
held for many years. The RRRG has not become 
an independent Repeater Group. If the RRRG 
were to become independent, the MDARC would 
lose membership and the RRRG would also lose 
membership. This is not what is wanted or 
needed. The RRRG has been one of the major 
parts of the MDARC for many years and if it 
left the MDARC I believe that both groups would 
suffer but the MDARC would suffer the most. 

Just because an Amateur is not a member of 
the RRRG does not mean he/she has no interest 
in Vhf /Uhf . What percentage has an interest in 
Field Day? Probably about the same percentage. 
In fact, of all the club functions, you will 
find that no majority is interested in any one 
particular function. 

Why should a continuing controversy exist 
anyway?? RRRG has been operating on, 147.66/.06 
since before 1965. Why should any outside 
"private" group demand to share our functions?? 
It has been voted down twice and the subject 
should be over once and for all. Maybe other 
local repeaters would not want to take part in 
MDARC functions. Or these functions may become 
functions of these other repeaters and the 
MDARC would not be involved at all and even- 
tually lose its fine status in the community. 

I am against the RRRG becoming a seperate 
group and having no connection with the MDARC. 
In fact, if necessary, due to its size, I be- 
lieve it should become a direct integral part 
of the MDARC controlled by the Officers and 
Board of Directors, and not just a Committee 
within the MDARC. This is more realistic. 
the MDARC wants to share its repeater with 
another group, so let it be, and not the deter- 
mination of a committee.

LETTERS 
To Chuck Welch & the MDARC Membership: 


Recently, a proposal was presented to the 
MDARC membership, to sever relations with the 
RRRG. I believe that the presentation of this 
proposal may have partially been the direct 
result of my comments to the RRRG membership at 
their recent meeting. 

I Will try to rectify this now. 

Nobody needs to be filled in on the past or 
present history of the WR6AHK - K6POU/RPT con- 
flict, so I will not do so here. My comments 
at the meeting Were in reference to the posi- 
tion of the MDARC during this conflict, <A 
position of total non-support. Non-support of 
a group that has through the years provided 
some fantastic services to the MDARC. I will 
summarize a few of these services that I con- 
sider by no means trivial. 

1) The RRRG repeaters have been and continue 
to be the greatest medium for intercommunica- 
tion between members of the MDARC. 

2) The RRRG repeaters have been the greatest 
medium for public service & emergency related 
communications handled by MDARC members. Al- 
though it has been truthfully stated that any 
other mode would not have the convenience or 
the absolute availability the RRRG repeaters 
have provided. 

3) The RRRG has been the greatest medium 
for public relations that the MDARC has. I 


believe this to be undisputable. 

This brings me to the case in point. Why, 
When RRRG does so much for the MDARC, does the 
MDARC take a "No-Position" stand on a conflict 
Which is jeopardizing continuation of RRRG 
service to MDARC. 

The MDARC has an implied involvement in this 
conflict by two simple facts. 

1) MDRA recognizes MDARC but not RRRG. 

2) MDRA proposals reference "MDARC member- 
ship" not RRRG. 

Therefore as I stated at the recent RRRG 
meeting: "I believe the MDARC owes it to the 
repeater group to take a pro-or-con stand on 
the 147.66/.06 conflict due to the recognition 
the MDRA gives the MDARC”, 

If an officer of the MDARC took these com- 
ments as a personal attack, I regret this. One 
man does not and cannot dictate MDARC policy, 
and it i6 a policy Which I question. It was my 
intention that something constructive would 
come of these comments. If the proposal to 
sever relations between MDRAC & RRRG is consid- 
ered, I think that it would be the most 
destructive thing that could happen to the 
MDARC. I hope that all the MDARC membership 
considers the past performance of the RRRG cn 
their behalf and rejects this proposal unani- 
mously.
